statistics about Missouri’s

08 school year (concluding 
June 30, 2008). 


2007-08 Highlights 


e Total K-12 enrollment 

in public school districts 
declined by about 4,900 
students (one-half of one 
percent) to 894,609. Over 
the past decade, K-12 
enrollment has fluctuated 
between 893,000 anda 
high of almost 900,000. 
Enrollment is now 
projected to decline slowly 
for the next several years. 


¢ Enrollment in charter 
schools increased again in 
2007-08 (about 3%), rising 
to almost 15,000 students 
in 28 charter schools. 


e Preschool enrollment 
continued its steady 
growth, increasing by 
nearly 1,300 to a total of 
22,692. Public schools do 


not receive state financial 
aid for pre-kindergarten 
students, but local school 
districts are serving more 
pre-kindergarten children 
in a variety of programs. 


e The high school dropout 
rate increased to 4.2% 

— up one-half of one 
percent. The rate among 
black students jumped 
dramatically — to 9% 
statewide. These changes 
are attributed, primarily, to 
a more accurate statewide 
data- collection system. 


e Reflecting the slumping 
national economy, the 
number of students eligible 
for free- or reduced-price 
meals increased slightly, 
reaching a total of 42.1% 
of all students. 


e After a five-year hiatus, 
the MAP science exam 
returned in 2008 (grades 
5, 8 and 11). Many districts 
gave the science exam 

on a voluntary basis from 
2003-07. NCLB required 
the reinstatement of a 
science assessment.

In 2008, Missouri students made impressive gains in communication arts and mathematics in the middle 
grades (6-8), with significant increases the percentage of students scoring at the proficient or advanced 
levels. Reading and math scores at the elementary level (grades 3-5) were mixed. Tenth-graders posted 
a strong gain in math — 5.1 points in the percentage of students proficient or advanced. The MAP 
science assessment also returned in 2008 as a mandatory exam (required by NCLB) at three grades — 
5, 8 and 11.
